Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

The  population  of  Hoyland  Swaine  Urban  District  is  estimated 
to  be  740  on  June  30th,  1925. 

Sixteen  children — eight  girls  and  eight  boys — were  born  during 
1925,  a birth-rate  of  21.6  per  thousand,  compared  with  that  for 
England  and  Wales  of  18.3. 

Five  deaths  occurred — three  of  men,  two  of  women — the  death- 
rate  per  thousand  being  6.7,  that  for  England  and  Wales  12.7.  No 
infant  under  the  age  of  twelve  months  died,  the  infantile  death-rate 
per  thousand  births  being  nil,  England  and  Wales  75  per  thousand 
births. 

Last  year  it  was  for  your  district  333  per  thousand,  and  for  1923 
and  1922  nil. 

So  the  average  for  four  years  is  81,  which  gives  a truer  idea 
than  one  year’s  figures. 

Infectious  Diseases. — Only  one  case  of  notifiable  infectious 
disease  occurred — a case  of  puerperal  fever. 

Measles,  however,  prevailed  during  part  of  the  year. 

Water  Supply. — This  remains  unchanged.  The  supply  was 
adequate  during  the  year. 


Sewage  Disposal. — The  sewage  from  the  bungalows  and 
houses  erected  during  the  year  is  treated  in  small  septic  tanks.  No 
exception  has  as  yet  been  taken  to  this. 

The  rest  of  the  township’s  liquid  sewage  is  similarly  treated,  the 
contents  of  the  earth  privies  being  taken  by  farmers.  No  nuisance 
has  arisen  from  this  method. 

Housing. — Three  new  houses,  all  at  the  Broad  Hill  part  of  the 
district,  have  been  erected  during  the  year.  They  are  all  equipped 
with  a w.c.  each. 

Summary. — During  the  last  five  years  there  has  been  little 
change  to  record. 

The  population  has  increased  from  678  in  1921  to  740  in  1926. 

The  Scout  Dike  Reservoir  has  been  commenced  by  the  Barnsley 
Corporation,  and  three  new  houses  have  been  erected.
